At 3 o’clock in the 
morning he began an assault on E s­ 
trad a’s life flank with 500 men, but 
after hard fighting in which many 
were Rilled and wounded the Medriz 
troops were forced to retire. 'Estra­ 
d a’s losses were light. 
Assault Failed. 
About the same time an assault 
was 
begun 
on 
the 
extreme 
south 
flank, but this also failed, there be­ 
ing further heavy losses to L ara’s 
men. Estrada succeeded in capturing 
a large num ber of prisoners, who re­ 
port that Gen. Lara is convinced it 
will be impossible to take the en­ 
trenchm ents of the provisional. 
The port of Bluefields has been 
oJScially changed by the provisional 
government from the bluff to a point 
three miles up the Escondido river, 
and the custom house has been offi­ 


cially removed to the city of Blu<^‘ 
fields. 


Madriz Meu Hold Bluff 
The representatives of 'Aladriz who 
now hold the bluff claim the right 
to stop all vessels proceeding in and 
out of the harbor for the purpose 
of collecting duties. This has com­ 
plicated the situation and it is unaCi 
stood a ruling of the State Depart­ 
ment of the American Government 
as to how duties shall be paid is 
I awaited. 


The Madriz steam er Venus has not 
cen 
permitted 
to 
bombard 
the 
trenches 
back 
of 
Bluefields. 
This 
would have necessitated firing over 
the city and, following the order to 
this effect by the commander of the 
United States gunboat Paducah, the 
American vessel prepared for action, 
although the necessity for this did 
not arise. 


American Marines Expected 
A force of United States marines 
is expected to arrive here soon, and 
as the situation is critical, the pres­ 
ence of the marines is greatly need­ 
ed. There are rum ors current that 
the bluff was lost to Estrada through 
treachery 
and

E strada’s 
chances of success.

WASHINGTON’S $*20,000,000 
FRUIT ( ROP 
Spokane, Wash., May 31.—Mills in 
Spokane and throughout the Inland 
Empire are working day and night on 
apple, peach, cherry plum and cher­ 
ry boxes, more than 10,000 OOO 
of 
which, each holding 50 pounds, will 
be required to pack the fruit crop 
ic eastern Washington end Oregon, 
north an central Idaho, western Mon­ 
tana and southenrt^rn British Col­ 
umbia the coming summer and next 
faii. Packel with fruit these pack- 
ag* s would fill 15,675 freight cars, 
or 625 trains of 25 cars each. The 
value of the crop is estimated at 
frc.n $15,000 UCO to ;20,000,000, and 
.nay reach a higher figure because 
of the shortages reported in middle- 
western states. 
Fully 3,000,000 boxes will be de­ 
livered to orchardists in the Wenat­ 
chee valley in central Washington 
and it is predicted that not less than 
2.500.000 boxes will be used in the 
Yakima valley. Walla Walla and Ok­ 
anogan valleys will take up to 1.- 
500.000 boxes while the berry and 
tree fruit growers in the upper Cal­ 
um ba country say their orchards 
will run at least 500,000 boxes. 
A 
million boxes will be delivered in 
the Palouse district in southeastern 
Washington and St. Maries valleys 
and other nearby points. Other belts 
in Washington and Oregan have or­ 
ders in for 1,500 boxes.

Washington, D. C., May 31.—The 
aggregate number of 23,936,445 com­ 
municants or members of all reli­ 
gious 
denomiations 
in 
continental 
United States was reported for 1906, 
according to the U. S. Census of Re- 
ligioius Bodies for the same, year, 
as detailed in part I of the U. S. 
Census Bureau’s special report on 
the subject, now in press. Of this 
grand total %.the various Prostestant 
bodies reported 20,287,742 and the 
Roman Cothaloc Church 12,679,142. 
For purposes of comparison the 
census authorities divided the prin­ 
cipal cities into foul* classes, those 
having in 1900 a population of 300,- 
000 and over, constituting the first 
class; those of from 100,000 to 300,- 
000 forming the second; 
those of 
from 50,000 to 100,000 making the 
third; and those of from 25,000 to 
50,000 forming the fourth class. 
Of the Prostestant aggregate there 
were 1,478,145 or 7.3 per cent in the 
first class cities; 4.7 per cent in the 
second; and 7.4 per cent in the third 
and fourth classess combined, while 
80.6 per cent were outside the princi­ 
pal cities. 
Of the Roman Catholic church’s 
total membership there were 3,375, 
453 or 27.9 per cent in first class 
cities; 1,361,132 or 11.3 per cent in 
the second; 1,570,944 or 13 per cent 
in the third and fourth classes com­ 
bined; 
with 5,771,613 or 47.8 
per 
cent outside the principal cities. 
It is seen, therefore, that the num­ 
ber of members of the Roman Cath­ 
olic Church reported in cities of the 
first class 
was considerably more 
than double the number reported by 
all the Prostestant bodies, while out­ 
side of the principal cities the num­ 
ber reported by the Catholics was 
only a little over one third of the 
number credited to the Protestants. 
It is pointed out in the report that 
the strength of the Prostestant bod­ 
ies, as 
compared with the Roman 
Catholic church, U greatly understat­ 
ed. 
Only two of the Protestant bodies 
reported a majority of their member­ 
ship in the principal cities, JL e., the 
church of Christ, Scientist, 82.6 per 
cent, and the Protestant Episcopal 
Church 51.2 per cent; while of the 
membership of the Jewish Congre­ 
gations, 88.7 peT cent are in the 
principal cities, and of the Eastern 
Orthodox churches 70.7 per cent. 
Of the total number of communi­ 
cants or members reported for the 
principal cities by all denominations, 
6.307,529 or 60 per cent belonged to 
the Roman Catholic Church, and 3,- 
935,341, or 37.4, to Protestant bodies. 
Comparison with the report for 
18900 show's that in general there 
has been an increase in the propor­ 
tion of communicants or members in 
the principal cities as compared with 
those outside of these cities. In 1906 
the percentage of the total number 
of communicants in these cities for 
all denominations was 31.9 as com­ 
pared with 25.7 in 1890. 
Of the total number. 10,511,178, of 
communicants or members in 
the 
principal cities in 1906, there were 
7,343,403 or 69.9 per cent reported by 
the 38 cities of over 10,000 popula­ 
tion, and, of these, 2,432,630 or 33.1 
per cent, belonged to Protestant bod­ 
ies and 4,736,535 or 64.5 per cent to 
the Roman Catholic church. The lat­ 
ter denomination had in these cities 
about 75.1 of its entire membership 
in cities of over 25,000 inhabitants. 
In thirteen of the cities more than 
one half of the communicants 
or 
members reported belonged to Prot­ 
estant bodies, while In 23 the ma­ 
jority belonged to Roman Catholic 
church.

by the Court of Claims on a per 
, strip basis. It is now complained 
that the Court of Claims has directed 
a distribution on a per capita basis. 
Other objection are made to the 
proceedings of the Court of Claims. 
It is maintained by the attorneys 
that the Supreme Court directed the 
Court of Claifs to have the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior prepare the roll 
of people entitled to participate in 
the distribution. Instead of following 
this mandate, it is claimed, a special 
commissioner was appointed by the 
court at great expense to prepare 
the roll. It is urged that this, too, 
was disobedience to the mandate of 
the Supreme Court, w'hich is urged to 
force its decree.

THE RELIGIOUS DENOMINATIONS 


Comparisons Appealing In the Census 


Bureau's Beport on Religions 


Bodies for 1906. 


Washington. D. C., May 31.—The 


aggregate number of 23,936^445 com- 
municants or members of all reli- 
gious 
denomiatlons 
In 
continental 


United States was reported for 1906, 
according to the U. S. Census of Re- 
liglolus Bodies for the same, year, 
as detailed in part I, of the U. S. 
Census Bureau's special report on 
the subject, now in press. Of this 
grand total ^the various Prostestant 
bodies reported 
20,287,742 and the 


Roman Cothaloc Church 12,679,142. 


•For purposes of comparison 
the 


census authorities divided the prin- 
cipal cities into four classes, those 
having in 1900 a population of 300,- 
000 and over, constituting the first 
class; those of from 100,000 to 300,- 
000 forming the second; those of 
from 50,000 to 100,000 making the 
third; and those of from 25,000 to 
30,000 forming the fourth class. 


Of the Prostestant aggregate there 


were 1,478,145 or 7.3 per cent in the 
first class cities; 4.7 per cent in the 
lecond; and 7.4 per cent in the third 
and fourth classess combined, while 
80.6 per cent were outside the princi- 
pal cities. 


Of the Roman Catholic church's 


total membership there were 3,375, 
453 or 2i7.9 per cent in first class 
cities; 1,361,132 or 11.3 per cent in 
the second; 1,570,944 or-13 per cent 
In the third and fourth classes com- 
bined; with 5,771,613 or 47.8 
per 


cent outside the principal cities. 


It is seen, therefore, that the num- 


ber of members of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church reported In cities of the 
first class was considerably 
more 


than double the number reported by 
all the iProstestant bodies, while 'out- 
side of the principal cities the num- 
ber reported by the Catholics was 
only a little over one third of the 
number credited to the Protestants.

church of Christ, Scientis.t, 82.6 per 
cent, and the Protestant Episcopal 
Church 51.2 per cent; while of the 
membership of the Jewish Congre- 
gations, 88.7 per cent are in the 
principal cities, and of the Eastern 
Orthodox churches 70.7 per cent. 


Of the total number of communi- 


cants or members reported for the 
principal cities by all denominations, 
6.307,529 or 60 per cent belonged to 
the Roman Catholic Church, and 3,- 
935,341, or 37.4, to Protestant bodies. 


Comparison with the report for 


18900 shows that in general there 
has been an increase in the propor- 
tion of communicants or members in 
the principal cities as compa.-ed with 
those outside of these cities. In 1906 
the percentage of the total number 
of communicants In these cities for 
all denominations was 31.9 as com- 
pared with 25.7 in 1890. 
Of the total number, 10,511,178, of 
communicants or members in 
the 


principal cities In 1906, there were 
7,343,403 or 69.9 per cent reported by 
the 38 cities of over 10,000 popula- 
tion, and, of these, 2,432,630 or -33.1 
per cent, belonged to Protestant bod- 
ies and 4,736,535 or 64.5 per cent to 
the Roman Catholic church. The lat- 
ter denomination had in these cities 
about 75.1 of its entire membership 
in cities of over 25,000 Inhabitants. 


In thirteen of the cities more than 


one half of the communicants 
or 


members reported belonged to Prot- 
estant bodies, while in 23 the ma- 
jority belonged to Roman Catholic 
church.

Supreme Court to require the Court 
of Claims to obey the mandate of 
the Supreme Court In passing on the 
case four years ago. 


At the time Attorneys Sullivan 


and Dash claim the Supreme Court 
di ected the distribution of the funds 
by the Court of Claims on a per 
strip basis. It is now complained 
that the Court of Claims has directed 
a distribution on a per capita basis. 


Other objection are made to the 


proceedings oE the Court of Claims. 
It is maintained by the attorneys 
that the Supreme Court directed the 
Court of Claifs to have the Secre- 
tary of the Interior prepare the roll 
of people entitled to participate in 
the distribution. Instead ot following 
this mandate, it is claimed, a special 
commissioner was appointed by the 
court at great expense to prepare 
the roll. It is urged that this, too, 
was disobedience to the mandate of 
the Supreme Court, which is urged to 
force its decree.

Roman Cothaloc Church 12,679,142. 


•For purposes of comparison the 


census authorities divided the prin- 
cipal cities into four classes, those 
having in 1900 a population of 300,- 
000 and over, constituting the first 
class; those of from 100,000 to 300,- 
000 forming the second; those of 
from 50,000 to 100,000 making the 
third; and those of from 25,000 to 
50,000 forming the fourth class. 


Of the Prostestant aggregate there 


were 1,478,145 or 7.3 per cent in the 
first class cities; 4.7 per cent in the 
second; and 7.4 per cent in the third 
and fourth classess combined, while 
80.6 per cent were o'utside the princi- 
pal cities. 


Of the Roman Catholic church's 


total membership there were 3,375, 
453 or 2i7.9 per cent In first class 
cities; 1,361,132 or 11.3 per cent in 
the second; 1,570,944 or-13 per cent 
In the third and fourth classes com- 
bined; with 5,771,613 or 47.8 
per 


cent outside the principal cities. 


It is seen, therefore, that the num- 


ber of members of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church reported In cities of the 
first class was considerably more 
than double the number reported by 
all the iProstestant bodies, while 'out- 
side of the principal cities the num- 
ber reported by the Catholics was 
only a little over one third of the 
number credited to the Protestants. 
It la pointed out in the report that 
the strength of the Prostestant bod- 
ies, as 
compared with the Roman 


•Catholic obttKGh. Is *c«at4-y uAdeiatat- 
ed. 


Only two of the Protestant bodies 


reported a majority of their member- 
ship in the principal cities, -J.^ e., the 
church of Chriat, Scientis.t, 82.6 per 
cent, and the Protestant Episcopal 
Church 51.2 per cent; while of the 
membership of the Jewish Congre- 
gations, 88.7 per cent are In the 
principal cities, and of the Eastern 
Orthodox churches 70.7 per cent. 


Of the total number of communi- 


cants or members reported for the 
principal cities by all denominations, 
6.307,529 or 60 per cent belonged to 
the Roman Catholic Church, and 3,- 
935,341, or 37.4, to Protestant bodies. 


Comparison with the report for 


18900 shows that in general there 
has been an increase in the propor- 
tion of communicants or members in 
the principal cities as compa.-ed with 
those outside of these cities. In 1906 
the percentage of the total number 
of communicants In these cities for 
all denominations was 31.9 as com- 
pared with 25.7 In 1890. 
Of the total number, 10,511,178, of 
communicants or members in 
the 


principal cities in 1906, there were 
7,343,403 or 69.9 per cent reported by 
the 38 cities of over 10,000 popula- 
tion, and, of these, 2,432,630 or "33.1 
per cent, belonged to Protestant bod- 
ies and 4,736,535 or 64.5 per cent to 
the Roman Catholic church. The lat- 
ter denomination had in these cities 
about 75.1 of its entire membership 
n cities of over 25,000 Inhabitants. 


In thirteen of the cities more than 


one half of the communicants 
or 


members reported belonged to Prot- 
estant bodies, while in 23 the ma- 
jority belonged to Roman 'Catholic 
church.

It is stated that, in general, 
cities which have a relatively large 
Roman Catholic population show a 
higher percentage of church mem- 
bers than cities in which this body 
has a comparatively small repre- 
sentation.

67.8 per cent of the population, while 
in Memphis, where 84.4 per cent of 
the communicants reported belonged 
to Protestant bodies, the church mem 
bership was only 30 per cent of the 
population.' 


CHEROKEE INDIAN FUNDS 


Attorney 
Appear 'Before 
Supreme 


Conrt Begrardlnar Qjrders That 


Trlbnniil Issued. 
" 


Washington, May 29.—After an ab- 


sence of four years the famous Cher- 
okee Indian case, involving the dis- 
tribution of more than $1,000,000 to 
these wards of the Nation, returned 
yesterday to the Supreme Court of 
the United States through attorneys 
for Head Capt. John Mclntosh, Sec- 
ond Capt. Pirn Hildonbrand, Sam 
Boney and others, who asked the 
Supreme Court to require the Court 
of Claims to obey the mandate of 
the Supreme Court In passing on the 
case four years ago. 


At the time Attorneys Sullivan 


and Dash claim the Supreme Court 
di ected the distribution of the funds 
by the Court of Claims on a per 
strip basis. It is now complained 
that the Court of Claims has directed 
a distribution on a per capita basis. 


Other objection are made to the 


proceedings of the Court of Claims. 
It is maintained by the attorneys 
that the Supreme Court directed the 
Court of Claifs to have the Secre- 
tary of the Interior prepare the roll 
of people entitled to participate in 
the distribution. Instead of following 
this mandate, it is claimed, a special 
commissioner was appointed by the 
court at great expense to prepare 
the roll. It is urged that this, too, 
was disobedience to the mandate of 
:he Supreme Court, which is urged to 
force its decree.
